and be receptive to c<7neerns of th? tntemetiono! community. The Group also 
realised ihet tho situation Sn Burundi remained untteblA end dangereu*. There vnai, 
therefore, a need for concerted lnt«rnat)ona1 efforts to prevent e conlllct from 
erupting end to facilitate stability and reconciliation In Burundi.

3. The ROSO generally egreO'J wHh t>ie Annty^ie of the ftttuaiion refteoted 
In the background paper distributed prior to the meeting. Troubling 
trends were developing: erms flowa to former fiOf and Iriterhemwe. 
rapidly {ncreestng population in deterrtlon centres; lack of progress on 
the political agenda; the slow return of IDP'S and detertorating 
oonditions in these centres; and savers food shortages, in this 
contaxt. the urgent provision of Internatfoiurt asslstanco wss dsemed 
to bs of pivotal importance. While recognizing Rwanda's general leek 
of means to deal with Its various difficulties, ROSO members 
nevertheiass expressed the view that the Government could take 
mesBures aimed at accelerating progress in the political field. 
Government actions in this direction would fevwyiebly be Interpreted 
by RO$Q members. 

4. The chairman noted that Rwanda was at the crossroads, Rspld 
delhrery of assistance was assent! sl to prevant itwaotfa from aplraling 
downwards fnio yet another crisis* nedgas should ha converted 
quickly Into disbursements.

While it regarded this situetbn as pointing to the urgent noed for the 
eetabKehment of a funedonal Judicial ayetem. It tiao axpreeeed the 
view that the lack of government action to aHevlete tfw aituation wee 
unsatisfBCtory. h waa augoaBtvd th«t womant ohUren and eldedy 
ehouid be i eleaaad. 

The United NaUonsand the ICRC provided the following Information: 
o WDP had elgned a project document to rehabilitate the prl$c*ns. 
Daipite oecMlonal bureaucfctie detaya. it waa malcing prooress 
with respect to the impiennefttatlon of ita development 
programme. 

D UNHCR indicated that the fear of errett had contributed » 
fewer reftjgees returning to Rwanda and that former 
govwnmem leadera were tektng advantage of thia aituation. 

0 UNICEF was worlting with tho Ministry of Justice to eddresi 
die special noeda of children h«ld in d6ter>ttAn ftentree. 

o Tht High Ccmmia«te>nar (or Human Rights (HCHR) released 
$200,000 from Its own budget as • contribution to the 
programme. HCRC eppeaied to donore to mal(e cont/ibutione in 
support of the programme. 

o K!RC in<ficat9d that there would coon be as many as 30.000 
detainees. The death rete al the oentree was ten times greater 
than thsi of the overage fot African countrlst. It had issued a 
memorindum on 1 Merch calling for the establishment of 
temporal:^ camps to alteviete the ovarerowding detentiiHi 
oentree. 

THo ehiTrman eondudad that sfi iin»aQ«ptablB shuatlon existed in the 
dslendon centres. With upfront asilstance, the Qovsmment Ccufd be 
'molivatsJ* to imprpy* fhe Unribts oondidons found in tli« datsnt^on 
centres and improve its arrest procedure.

9. Ilia World FOod Programme (WFPl provided the foHowing: 

Q Regional fpod short»j«» announced m its Aloft uf November 

1 934 have raeehad a crhlcol ataga. tt wea now reducing food 
rations by at much ae 50% in aome diatrlbutlon cantraa. tt 
faired that decreasing food aid would not only effect the health 
of beneficiaries, eapeclally children and the elderly, but that It 
could sko give rise to heightened tension, endengerlng the 
benericlarfaa and relief parionnei alika. 

1 0. While acknowledging recant ennauncaments reaponding to the unitnt 
request by WFP/UNHCR, tlw ehatman observed that there cominuid 
to be a ihortfalt in ^a amount of aoma $230 mirfion. wHh regard to 
the requlremente for eeaendal operitfonat support to Rwanda he called 
for addttfonal contrRuftlona. (The re^reinent for food and related 
cash for essantlar oparetional aupport totaled mflBan for 199S^ 
of whi^ ^ISS mlltien had been pledged*) 

1 1 . UNHCft provided the following: 

o Soma improvament In security was noticeable in the campt In 
Zeire end Tanzania. It was working towardi building up a 
osntlngont of 60 Intsrnstlonsl supervisors and 1,600 Zelrian 
ofncers. The main activities of these security personnel were 
to ensure the existence of lew and order and to esuwt r«fw$**e 
to the border. On the arrangement In Tanzania, there were 
advitora from the Nstharlanda working with lonna 300 
Tanzenian police officers. It needed to increase the number of 
Tanzanlsn officers to 400. This entailed a finenclet requirernertt 
of 12.1 mlllton. 

1 2. The cheVman cencludsd that the food •horlages could revftrce dw 
recent improvement In eeeurlty.. He reiterated that UNHCR needed 
advisors end funds for Its security operation entrusted to It by the . 
Seeretary^Generaf and also aome $2.1 million for Ha operation in

26. Iht chairman informed that some 20% of ^537 million pledQdd at tha 
January Round Ifehle moating had bf en dt'aburaad ond that raapanae 
to the ConsOTideted Appael was'ai«e et 20% of requtrementa. 

26. Mew lealand requaated to be informed about the aiatue of the Tn^et 
Fund end on its use. The chairman raptiad thai it hed received cash 
contributions amounting to nearl/ ^1 .9 million. Copies of a progreea 
report describing aetivhles ualng tha Fundi were circulated. 

27. The EU, l^ada. Germany provided details of their contributions. 

28. The Unhed Kingdcm announced that it wes ready to consider the 
financing of projecta In priority areas. 
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29. Th9 Worid B«nk provtd»tf the toliow'tng: 

0 . it «xpr6Med coocorn that oovernmsnt Axpentfitures including 
mtlitvry cxpenditurttt w«ra growInQ too qutcidy.

Maximum efforta 
ware being made to implamant the project at Quickly aa 
posaible. One auch difficulty related to the Implamentation 
enpjiclty which had been reaofved by the aeleetion of en 
execution egency which wHf do the procurem«nt and 
manegcTiant aspects of the project. However, th« ratincatk-r) 

effective. ROSQ's influence may be helpful in axpaditinglhifi 
governmental procesc. 

30. During the ensuing (naciiasionB, the ooncern emerged that, dcapita the 
Bank's efforta. the dlabursement proceaa would atili take toe long; 
hence the onjcial oueatlon of how was Rwanda to managa affatia 
between now and the receipt of the Bank'a diabmscmanti. 

31 . The chairman coneiudad that the need for Immedtete tupport waa 
n>o3i prcavfrig. TTie Trust Pund could continue to serve aa a vaWc:e to 
channel funda to the Goveinmant, Rwanda needed Immadhite 
aaeialanee. WWwut ft the wfUingnaaa/abnity of the (yovam'nent to 
coratder the polt^l i»suea and to aatablifih the ru$e of law, 
particularly in ereaa of property rights dnd civil proiecHon. would be 
llmitad at beat.

35. In addition to supportiins the view of the Unfted States, Tunisia 
informed that OAU decided to incrtase its obsftivera fron> 47 to 60 
end to extend their stsy by another thres mortths. the United StaMe 
requested that the OAU observers' findings be reported. 

36. The chalrntan circurated ths NCI^R's request for 43.2 mniion to eover 
the costs of fleftfing sdditfonal 39 monnors to Burundi. He conctucfed 
that ooncerfsd efforts for Bunpfndi must continue to ensure its 
breaking out frotn tiw eyclee of vtolenea and dtstobRltetlon. 
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
